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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Work, US Pat. App. 
No. US 2002/0059201 Al, in view of Shteyn, US Pat. App. No. US 2002/0144007 Al. 

3. As to claim 24, Work teaches the invention substantially as claimed. Work teaches a 
method for transferring and communicating data between a wireless device connected to a 
network and a matching database system having at least one server connected to the network 
(Work, T|Tf 0058-0059), comprising: 

receiving profile data relating to a wireless device user by the server and storing the 
profile data in the matching database system (Work, Iffl 0018-0019, 0024, 0054); 

receiving by the server of a request for data from the wireless device user through the 
wireless device (Work, U 0022); 

matching by the matching database system of data responsive to the request by 
comparing data to the wireless device user's profile data and determining at least one match 
(Work, Tf 0023); 
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transmitting the matching data to the wireless device for review by the wireless mobile 
device user (Work, Iffl 0023, 0054). 

However, Work does not explicitly teach that the wireless device is a wireless mobile 
device. Shteyn teaches a wireless mobile device for matching users on a network based on 
profile information (Shteyn, ]f 0012-0013). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have incorporated the known technique of 
wireless mobile device use as taught by Shteyn into the matching system of Work to enable use 
of wireless mobile devices. 

4. As to claim 25, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the profile data includes 
characteristic and criterion data and the matching is at least in part two-way matching based 
upon both characteristic and criterion data (Work, fflj 0066-0076). 

5. As to claim 26, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein at least some of the 
characteristic data is obtained passively (Work, fflj 0078-0082). 

6. As to claim 27, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein matching data is transmitted in 
response to a request by the wireless mobile device user (Work, 0023, 0054). 

7. As to claim 28, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the request by the wireless 
mobile device user is scheduled for future transmitting (Shteyn, | 0013). 
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8. As to claim 29, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the data transmitted by the 
server to the wireless mobile device comprises a notification message (Work, 0062-0063, 
0148-0151; Shteyn, If 0013). 

9. As to claim 30, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the notification message 
includes an interactive communication element that is selectable by the wireless mobile device 
user (Shteyn, fflf 0013, 0041-0042). 

10. As to claim 31, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the interactive communication 
element initiates real-time voice or electronic messaging communication with a person 
corresponding to the notification message (Shteyn, 0013, 0041-0042). 

11. As to claim 32, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the notification message is 
delivered by SMS instant messaging (Shteyn, Tf 0013). 

12. As to claim 33 and 34, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the interactive 
communication element initiates anonymous interactive communication between the wireless 
mobile device user and a person corresponding to the notification message (Work, 0062-0063, 
0140-0151; Shteyn, 1ffl 0013, 0041-0042). 

13. As to claim 35, Work-Shteyn teaches the method wherein the matching data corresponds 
to another wireless mobile device user whose profile data has been received by the server (Work, 
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ITU 0062-0063, 0140-0151) 

14. Claims 36-45 recite substantially the same limitations as claims 25-34, therefore, claims 
36-45 are rejected under the same rationale. 

Response to Arguments 

15. Applicant's arguments with respect to newly added claims 24-45 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The applicant has cancelled claims 1-23 
and submitted new claims 24-45. The new ground of rejection treats the newly added claims.
